Powers Asked For Tribunal 


The plan calls for granting the tribunal 
power to write down the principal of farm debts, to reduce 
interest rates and to stay proceedings arising on debts or 
securities after an adjudication has been made. 

At the close of the two-day conference here, Premier 


William Aberhart of Alberta said in an interview: 

“I am confident the government at Ottawa will re- 
cognize the sincere desire of the west to clear away the 
barriers that have prevented the three prairie provinces 
from giving the very best in service to the nation.” 


He praised the co-operation shown by delegates at the 
conference, and said: “I am convinced that the problem in 


connection with farm debt has received a consideration and | 


examination never before given.” 


Basic Principles Of Tribunal 
The following are the basic principals oi the tribunal 


| plan under which a debt adjustment organization would be 


empowered to function: 


1—To write down the principal of farm debts, se- 
cured and unsecured. 


2—To reduce the interest rate on farm debts, secured 
and unsecured. 


3—To alter the terms of payment of farm debts, se- 
cured nad unsecured. 


4—To review and revise its own decisions in the light 
of events subsequent to the making of the decisions, 


Protection Of Legislation Available 


5—To extend to individuals in any particular year or 
circumstances, the protection of any of the provisions of leg- 
islation available to any debtor, whose affairs are being ad- 
ministered. 

Under the debt plan adjustment would be made avail- 
able to any farm debt regardless of the time at which it was 
incurred. 

The conference, which was under the chairmanship of 
Premier John Bracken of Manitoba, adjourned to be recon- 
vened by the provincial authorities after the return of the 
delegation from Ottawa.

Is Not Yet Decided 


Says Prime Minister

LONDON, July 2—(AP)—Prime Minister Churchil! won 
an overwhelming vote of confidence from the House of Com- 
mons today after he had gravely assessed the Allied position 
in the Mediterranean and Middle East war zones as a near- 
disaster with a hope of victory pinned on “very considerable” 
reinforcements now in progress. The vote was 475 to 25

The parliamentary victory came at the end of a 

speech one hour and 28 minutes long in which Mr. Chur- 

chill staunchly defended his direction of the war as the 
best possible under the circumstances, 


Mr. Churchill sketched a dark picture of the Battle of 
Egypt. He said it had developed ‘‘a recession of our hopes 
and prospects in the Middle East and Mediterranean un- 
equalled since the fall of France.” 

To this he added, without elaboration, a statement that 
“at any moment we may receive news of grave importance.” 


115 Members Fail To Casi Vote 


The 475 to 25 vote left 115 of the house's 615 members 
unaccounted for. Some members undoubtedly expressed 
partial disapproval of tne government by abstaining from 
| the vote, but many could not attend the session because of

Tremendous cheering greeted announcement of the 
vote, which squelched the most serious challenge yet made 
to Mr. Churchill’s premiership. The opposition vote was 
the highest since the prime minister took office May 10,

Only Point To Relieve Gloom 


The applause was still ringing when Mr. Churchill left 
the house today. He stopped at the door, turned, lifted his 


| fingers in the ‘‘V-for-Victory” sign and went back to work. 


Mr. Churvhill’s sombre portrayal of the war in Africa 
was relieved only by his statement that ‘very considerable” 
reinforcements have reached or ‘are approaching’ the 
battlefield. 

This major strengthening of the 8th army, athwart the 
Axis path to the Nile Delta, Alexandria and Suez, was the 
basis of Mr. Churchill’s statement that “I do not consider 
the struggle in any way as decided.” 


This appraisal of the Allied position in Africa and the 
Middle East, evoked by two days of debate in the House of 
Commons on Mr. Churchill’s conduct of the war, was given 
in a speech which also touched upon the Prime Minister's 
recent consultations with President Roosevelt.

The dismissal of General Ritchie was 
inevitable after the failure to organize a 
defence line at Matruh. This was the start- 
ing point of Wavell’s first raid across 
Libya, and was regarded as a peculiarly 
favourable base on which to reform the re- 
treating Sth army. But Rommel took 
Matruh, as he took Tobruk, with a rush. 

Whatever Ritchie’s special qualifica- 
tions, he was plainly given a mission for 
which he was not fitted, was out-generalled 
and was unable to even conduct an orderly 
retreat in the circumstances. But it will 
not do to load upon him the sole responsi- 
bility for the debacle. There were contri- 
buting factors with which the general in 
the field could have little to do. 

It transpired that Rommel had tank 
forces and motorized infantry forces and 
air forces of superior strength forces 
which Ritchie’s intelligence department 
knew nothing about. And it appears that 
no steps had been taken in advance to put 
the Matruh line in position for defence, 
should the desert army have to fall back 
upon it. For these failures Ritchie cannot 
be held to blame. 

General Auchinleck takes _ personal 
charge of the task of stopping Rommel’s 
drive with the advantages of long experi- 
ence in many fields. And as commander- 
in-chief in the Middle East he will have 
resources of men and equipment to draw 
upon which his predecessor did not have. 
If Egypt can be held, he is by training and 
position the man to do the job. 


Our Isolationists 


Hon. J. L. Ralston, Canada’s minister 
of defence, Hon, Angus MacDonald, min- 


ister for naval affairs, and Hon. C. G. 
Power, minister for air, are the heads of 
the three branches of Canada’s fighting 


forces. All these men served oversea 
during the first great war. They are per- 
sonally responsible for the efficiency and 
the sufficiency of our army, navy and air 
force, at home and oversea. They have 
knowledge which the public cannot have 
as to the position and the outlook on every 
fighting front in every part of the world. 
They are unanimous in saying that they 
and their associates should have power to 
send men trained under our compulsory 
service system to any theatre of war, if 
this should become needful, to reinforce 
Canadian units or to support our Allies. 

The members of parliament from 
Quebec who refuse consent to this propo- 
sal do so in full knowledge that it is ur- 
gently endorsed by the three men _ into 
whose hands the defence of Canada has 
been particularly entrusted. They must 
know that in so doing they are alienating 
the sympathies of their fellow-Canadians 
in all the other provinces. They are also 
refusing to back up the large number of 
men from their own province who are now 
Serving with our forces oversea and on 
the sea—and in the training camps of the 
Active army, the air training camps, and 
the naval training stations, in Canada. 

Do these members imagine that their 
obstinacy in this time of crisis will be for- 


gotten, that their isolationism will not 
be remembered in the years to come, or 
that the minority whose interests they 


misrepresent will receive the considera- 
tion they have received in the past from 
the majority whose will these members 
are now Setting at defiance? 


The Root Of The Trouble 


Whatever plans for readjusting farm 
debts may he agreed upon at the Saska- 
toon conference, implementing those plans 
cannot of itself put western agriculture on 
a sound footing. There must be also an 
increase in the average farm revenue. Else 
it is doubtful if a heavily involved farmer 


could ever get out of debt under any 
plan short of debt-cancellation, and 
doubtful if he could stay out of debt if 
he did get out. 

The fundamental fact is that the 
farmer needs more income. He does not, 


on the average, get a fair return for his 
labor, his skill, and his investment. Until 
he does get such a return he is the “‘for- 
gotten man” economically, and can _ be 
benefitted only to the extent of being re- 
lieved by scaling down his indebtedness, 
if any, and making easier the terms and 
conditions of payment. 

The indebted farmer not the only 
one concerned in a solution of the farm 
“problem.”’ His neighbor who is not in- 
debted owes his position, in very many 
cases, to having denied himself and his 
family conveniences to which they were 
entitled by reason of service rendered, 
and a standard of living in keeping with 
that enjoyed by others who render no 
more service or even less. 

Undoubtedly there are farmers who 
can and do make a fair living whether 
times are relatively good or bad, by 
reason of their location, the quality of 
their land, or of their own unusual fore- 
Sight, knowledge or industry. And in re- 
spect to some classes of farm production 
war demand has made conditions at pres- 
ent more favorable than they usually are.

IMPROPER LOOKOUT
